O rigins is composed of two different but related viewpoints. The upper portion 
is dark and appears as a landscape or seascape seen from eye level. An gvoid 
linear image hovers within this space. The lower sedtion is viewed either from above, 
looking down(water, a stream), or from below looking up (sky). Either reading is 
contridicted by the color choice. Less specific ovoid forms are suggested 
in the lower region. The painting hovers between abstraction and allusion. The 
expectedetraditional Western reading of: ground- below, sky-above, is broken. But, 
hopefully, new wholeness results. The viewer is presented with alternative 
possibilities, new ways of seeing and understanding the environment and 
consequently his or her place within the environment.
